1 . Claims I -5, 1 2, and 1 6 are pending in tlie instant application. 

ElectionlRestrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of group IX in the reply filed on 1 2 June 2009 is 
acknowledged. After consideration of the claims, the restriction is withdrawn and all of the pending 
claims are being examined on the merits. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or additions be 
unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 1.3 1 2. To ensure 
consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with Hesna 
Pfeiffer on 20 November 2009. 

The application is amended as follows: 

In the abstract, the phrase "the N-oxide forms, the pharmaceutically acceptable addition salts 
and the stereochemically isomeric forms thereof is removed. 
The following phrases are removed from claim 2: 

"in a particular embodiment X' represents a direct bond, Ci-ialkyl-, -0-C|.2alkyl, -NRH-, -O- or 
-O-CH2-;" (lines 6-8); 

"in a particular embodiment X^ represents a direct bond, Ci-zalkyl-, -O-Ci-ialkyl, NR'^-CO-, 
NRi7-CO-C|.2alkyl-, Het20-C|.2alkyl-,-O- or -O-CH2-;" (lines 10-12); 

"in a further embodiment R^ represents hydrogen, cyano, halo, hydroxy, or Ar^; in a more 
particular embodiment R^ represents hydrogen or halo;" (lines 1 6- 1 7); 

", in particular morpholinyl-Ci-^alkyl" (line 25); 
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"in a furtlier embodiment Het^ represents a heterocycle selected from morpiiolinyl or 
piperidinyl optionally substituted with C|.4alkyl-, preferably methyl;" (lines 35-36). 
In claim 3, the following phrases are removed: 
", in particular hydrogen or morpholinyl-C|.4all<yl" (lines 19-20); 
"in a further embodiment Het^ represents a heterocycle selected from morpholinyl or 
piperidinyl optionally substituted with C|.4all<yl-, preferably methyl;" (lines 24-25). 
The text of claim 1 2 is replaced with the following text: — A pharmaceutical composition 
comprising a compound as described in claim I and a pharmaceutically acceptable carrier.— 
Claim 1 6 is cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 , 2, 3, 4, 5 and 1 2 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Bridges et al. (WO 95/1 9774, 
published 27 July 1995, cited in IDS) describes compound 4, 6, 7, and 8 (page 64). In each of these 
compounds, an N-(3-bromophenyl)-pyrido[3,2-d]pyrlmldln-4-amine is substituted at its 6-position by a 
fluoro, NH2, NHMe, or NMei group. None of these compounds anticipate or render compounds of the 
instant claims because no linking moiety exists between the phenyl and the pyrido[3,2-d]pyrimidine ring 
through the 2-position of the phenyl ring and the 6-position of the pyrido[3,2-d]pyrimidine ring.
